Eskimo Are Grateful 


Anxious to Show Appreciation For 
White Man’s Goodness. 


Ottawa.—Gratifude to the “great 
white chief” for his leniency to their 
brethren who were brought out to 
face the white man’s law was ex- 
pressed by the Eskimo bands who in- 
habit the region on the shoyes of Cor- 
onation Gulf, when four natives, two 
of them found guilty of murder, were 
returned to their own people by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 

Staff Sergeant Clay, R.C.M.P., who 
with Constables Cornelius and 
Brockie returned four Eskimo pris- 
oners to their friends in the north, 
states in a report to headquarters 
here that the natives at Ioktoon, one 
of the native villages, were, anxious 
to shaw, their appreciation of the 
white man’s leniency and asked the! 
police to assure the authorities that 
they were good people and were 
grateful for the White man’s good- 
ness to the Eskimo. 

Sergt. Clay tells of taking back 
Alusksak and Sinnisiak, the Eskimos 
who were tried at Edmonton for the 
murder of a Catholic priest and later 
returned to their own people, and 
also natives Komik and’ Cayugana, 
who wese. acquitted of murder 
charges after a preliminary hearing 
at Fort-McPherson in January, 1919. 
Sinnisiak, during his brief journey 
out to civilization, mahaged to pick 
up enough of the English language 
to make himself useful as an inter- 
preter, and in later reports Sergt. 
Clay mentions the Eskimo murderer 
as having proven himself so ‘useful 
to the police in their patrols among 
strange bands 
was taken on the force as a special 
native.

The? quiet re-opening of the once 
celebrated cadet school at Gross- 
Lictenfelde, near Berlin, has been 
noted in diplomatic circles, This 
school is the Prussian West Point, 
where officers of the Prussian, army 
received their youthful training, and 
were inculcated with those peculiar 
ethics of manner, belief and general 
conduct of which they furnished such 
a striking illustration in the great 
war—a war which brought , worlds 
wide cxecration upon the officer and 
upon his strange conception of per- 
sonal and military honor, wholly on 
account of the training which they 
received in this cadet school at Gross- 
Lichtenfelde. 

After the conclusion of the armis- 
tice the academy had been closed by 
the Berlin Government. Recently it 
had been very quietly re-opened, and 
is now being run entirely on the old 
lines, and for the greater part, with 
the ‘former instetictors and superin- 
tendents. The only difference is that 
the companies are styled “inspector- 
ates.” But the inspectors are all offi- 
cers, and the head of the cntire es- 
tablishment is a retired colonel, who 
was formerly the principal superin- 
tendent, and who bears the name of 
Colonel and Councillor von Hartung. 
Even the very text books are those of 
the old regime, which glorify the 
Hohenzollern dynasty, and which fur- 
nish a characteristically Hohenzol- 
lern record of the great war.

/ Wireless Facilities 


On June Ist, 55 Stations Were in 
Working Order. 

It is the boast of the German pos- 
tal authorities in a recent report on 
“Wireless Installations,” that no 
country can vie with Germany cither 
as to extent or efficiency of its wire- 
less facilities. On June Ist, accord- 
ing to the report, 55 stations were in 
working order. Two special cen- 
tral stations and one supplementary 
station are in} communication with 
the United States, Spain, Norway, 
Sweden, Hungary and Holland. The 
wireless service with France, Italy, 
Switzerland, Tzscheko-Slavonia and 
Roumania on the other hand is in 
the preparatory stage. 


Canada’s Field Crops Will Average 
$170 Per Head. 

The total field crops of Canada will 
reach nearly i,250,000,000 
bushels, while the products of hay 
and corr will exceed 25,000,000 tons, 
as compared with over 1,000,000,000 
bushels of grain and 20,000,000 tons of 
hay and corn in 1919, according to 
official figures compiled by. J. Bruce 
Walkér, director of publicity for the 
department of immigration and col- 
onization,. : 

It is estimated that the price of 
1920 wheat will average $2 per bushel 
said Mr. Walker. The field crops 
of Canada represent about $170 per 
head of the population as compared 
with $110 per head in the United 
States.

Are the people of Canada animated by the same spirit which was so 
characteristic of them during the war, and which alone made possible the 


In the dark days between August, 1914, and November, 1918, the national 
exisence, 6f this Dominion was threatened and the liberties of the whole 
world hung in the balance. Our independence has been maintained and 
our freedom made secure, thanks to the patriotism and Self-sacrificing ef- 
forts of the average man and woman. With the removal of the danger 
that threatened, have we lost that fine enthusiasm for Canada and the Em- 
pire which made us willing to bear all things with fortitude that victory 
might be achieved? In other words, while Canadians were willing to die 
for Canada, are they now prepared to live for Canada? 

These questions force themselves uopn our consciences from a con- 
sideration of certain grave and scrious facts. During the war Ganadians 
sacrificed and saved. They cconomized and gave without stint in the ne- 
tional cause. There was nothing niggardly in their contributions to the 
national strength and they withheld nothing, neitheir their lives nor their 
worldly means, in the effort put forth to win. For these reasons the 
period of the Great War will always stand out as a glorious page in Can- 
ada’s histary. ; 

Now that the impelling incentive of the war and the will to victory is 
removed, has that altogether worthy uplifting out of ourselves died? Or 
are Canadians as ready now to give of themselves and their means to 
carry the Dominion forward to the proud position it should occupy among 
oe the nations The war has left heavy national obligations which honor 
desnands s‘vall be met; it has created new problems which must be faced 
“and solved; it has created new conditions calling for the best that each 

atid all can contribute to the nation. 

It was imperative during the war that all people should avoid extrava- 
gances in living and expenditures,-that they cqonomize and through their 
savings add to the national strength. It is equally important they should 
now continue to practice these same virtues in order that Canada may de- 
velop and prosper. Signs are not lacking, however, pointing to the fact 
that, unfortunately, many Canadians are not now being governed by the 

a same motives which guided them during the war. 

. The trade returns clearly indicate that, taken as a whole, the people 
of Canada are spending too much and producing too little. At a time 
when Carradians should be buying as little as possible abroad in order to 
reduce our payments to other countries, the fact remains that we are buy- 
ing morc prodigally than ever before in our history, and that we are not 
prodtting for sale abroad anything like what should be-produced. The 
result is, that whereas during the war there was a substantial balance of 
trade in favor of Canada, the reverse is now true, nd there is a heavy and 
increasing debit balance against this country. As a consequence, we are 
continuing to suffer the national humiliation and loss of Canadian money 
being at a ruinous discount. 

At this time when work is plentiful and wages high, it is not only a 
national duty, but plain. commonsense for, the individual, to save every 
dollar he can. This can best be done by cutting out all extravagances, par- 
ticularly in the purchase of luxuries from abroad. There must inevitab'y 
be a recession from present high pfices, A time of business depression 
will come sooner or later, and indications are not lacking that.such a time 
is approaching. The far-secing financial magnates and keen business men 
are preparing for it; and it bchooves the farmer, workingman and average 
citizen to do likewise. 

During the war, and while the work of destruction was in progress, an 
artificial demand for goods of all kinds was created, especially when mil- 
lions of men were withdrawn from productive enterprises. Following the 
war there was feverish activity to make good the losses occasioned by and 
in the war, and to restore the.depleted stocks of goods the world over. 
The time approaches when this activity must cease because once again 
supply is overtaking the demand.

The wise man will be governed acdéord- 
ingly. Just as during the real cstate koom, the far-seeing and wise man 
unloaded before it was too late and values began to decline, so today such 
men are not spending all their earnings ‘but are preparing for the day 
when money will not come quite so readily. Furthermore, such men 
realize that dollars carned and saved by them now will have a much 
greater purchasing power when conditions and prices become more normal. 

To the extent that Canadians now practice economy, Canada will be 
strong and able to successfully weather the storm and stress of financial and 
business depression when it comes.

ent, evidence was brought before my- 
self and the local missionary, making 
a serious charge against an old wom- 
an named /Wus-ke-ninge who, it was 
claimed, had given poison to one of 
the tribe whereby he was in danger 
of losing his life and at that time was 
lying in a semi-paralysed condition. 
We considered the evidence justified 
as if laying the matter before the 
nearest magistrate, some 60 miles dis- 
tant, and, if possible, procuring a 
warrant for her arrest. It was de- 
cided that I should go in with the 
papery, | The time was dead of win- 
ter and the lake was frozen solidly 
from shore to shore. 

I finally decided to start alone the 
next evening and being the fortunate 
possessor of a splendid train of dogs 
looked forward to the trip with 
joyment.- My dog train, consisting 
of four, deserves some description. 
Part Esquimeaux, part wolf hound, 
tall, clean limbed animals, their usual 
gait was some six miles per hour, but 
if pressed they could cas.ly outrun a 
horse. Once having passed over a 
route, the foregoer never swerved 
from a direct course whether a: trail 
showed or not.
